DETAILED ACTION 

With respect to applicants remarks filed on 09/15/2005, the examiner withdraw the 
finality of paper No. 08022005 and make this action as a second Final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnson 
(3,650,877). 

Johnson discloses the claimed curled decorative grass for use as packing material (Fig. 

1 1), which capable of use as mulch for soil and as a media for plants, curled decorative grass, see 

for example (Figs. 8, 10, 14-16) comprising a plurality of individual curled strips having a 

predetermined width (Fig. 10) and formed from a curled sheet of material (Figs. 1, 2, 5, 6, 13, 17, 

and 23; via crumble the sheet fed by the roller before cutting them into separate strips). 

Note that ONCE A REFERENCE TEACHING PRODUCT APPEARING TO BE 
SUBSTANTIALLY IDENTICAL IS MADE THE BASIS OF A REJECTION, 
AND THE EXAMINER PRESENTS EVIDENCE OR REASONING 
TENDING TO SHOW INHERENCY, THE BURDEN SHIFTS TO THE 
APPLICANT TO SHOW AN UNOB VIOUS DIFFERENCE 
"[T]he PTO can require an applicant to prove that the prior art products do not 
necessarily or inherently possess the characteristics of his [or her] claimed product. 
Whether the rejection is based on inherency' under 35 U.S.C. 102, on prima facie 
obviousness' under 35 U.S.C. 103, jointly or altematively, the burden of proof is the 
same... [footnote omitted]." The burden of proof is similar to that required with respect to 
product-by-process claims. In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 70, 205 USPQ 594, 596 
(CCPA 1980) (quoting In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433-34 
(CCPA 1977)). 
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Response to Arguments
